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3. (Confidential - GLC) By way of followup to prior conversations 
I left with David Martin, Senate Internal Security Subco mmittee staff, the 
text of the Soviet attack on Representative Mendel Rivers.

4. (Secret - GLC) Met briefly with William Woodruff, Counsel, Senate 
Appropriations Committee. I told him I had passed on his views about the 
position we should take in conducting the security review of the transcript of 
the Senate secret session on Laos on 7 June 1971. I made clear to him that 
we were not advocating the release of any of this information but were merely 
stressing our concern on those areas of the most serious sensitivity to us. 

I told him that the final decision on this would be made at the White House 
level and we would be delighted if it was decided that all references to CIA 
should be excluded. Woodruff seemed to accept this although it is clear that 
he advocates a hard-line position on this subject. 
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5. (Confidential - LLM) Talked with A1 Westphal, 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, and told him we had no 
jgg£g|^^^^^|but that we would keep his interest in mind and 
him if any information developed.
